Gibbons says that the 
Board and the local ATA 
have agreed that dealing 
with one another on a local 
level is a whole lot better 
than bringing in a 
Provincial bargaining 
agent. 

“We have moved to nego¬ 
tiating locally, so we can 
really focus on the local 
issues and look at compar¬ 
isons that are more in our 
immediate area where we 
all live, work, and buy 
homes,” Gibbons said. “We 
also decided as two groups 
that if we disagree behind 
closed doors, we leave it 
there.” 

Gibbons was referring to 
both CESI) and the ATA 
arguing through the media 
and in the public during 
the 2002 negotiations 
process. 

Bob Worsfold, the local 
ATA #17 President, was 
pleased to hear that the 
Board was getting ready to 
contact them as he said 
they were planning on 
serving notice to CESD 
Board, too, 

“It’s nice to see that we 
are all thinking along the 
same line,” Worsfold said. 

Worsfold says that by 
having a collective agree¬ 
ment in place and not hav¬ 
ing teachers working with¬ 
out a contract makes 
everyone a lot happier. 

“You have much happier 
teachers when they know 
they are coming back with 
a collective agreement,” he 
said. “They really liked that 
about last year (when they 
came back in September 
with a contract)." 

When asked what types 
of things they will be ask¬ 
ing of the Board, Worsfold 
said he didn’t want to dis¬ 
cuss those publicly. 

Worsfold, like those at 
CESI), says he hopes the 
process will go smoothly 
and a contract can be in 
place for the next school 
term by the end of next 
month.

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Massive drug bust in Sundre 


Nine people charged following raid

Police from across cen¬ 
tral Alberta have made a 
massive drug raid near 
Sundre and now nine peo¬ 
ple are under arrest and 
facing numerous charges. 

Prqject Over-Watch saw 
officers from Sundre, 
Didsbury, Olds, Red Peer 
and Calgary, as well as 
heavily-armed Emergency 
Response Team members, 
raid a large farm property 
three kilometres north of 
town early Saturday. 

Arrests were made at the 
Sundre property, as well as 
in Caroline on Friday. 

As many as 60 officers 
were involved in the opera¬ 
tion. There were no reports 
of iiquries during the 
arrests. 

Police seized crack 
cocaine, powder cocaine, 
cannabis oil, pharmaceuti¬ 
cals with a street value of 
about $30,000. 

Officers also seized a 
sawed-off shotgun, several 
knives, and $10,000 in 
Canadian and U.S. curren¬ 
cy, two motorcycles, 
numerous cell phones, and 
other items. 

Police believe the opera¬ 
tion was supplying drugs to 
between 300 and 500 peo-

pie across west central 
Alberta for at least three 
months, said Sundre RCMP 
Cpl. Rob Lidgett. 

’In our opinion it will 
take quite a chunk out of 
the cocaine and crack trade 
in our area," said Lidgett. 
“We have been inundated in 
all of west central Alberta 
with cocaine and crack. We 
are really having a lot of dif¬ 
ficulties with related 
offences and obviously the 
medical consequences of 
so many people, so it’s 
become quite a problem." 

Drugs were being sup¬ 
plied to people in Rocky 
Mountain House, Airdrie, 
Three Hills, Sundre and 
elsewhere, say police. 


The Sundre raid should 
send a message to drug 
dealers who are targeting 
rural Alberta, he said. 

“Often a lot of the perpe¬ 
trators are moving from the 
cities into the smaller town 
Alberta because of their 
belief that they won’t be 
detected,” he said. “We are 
raising the bar in that 
respect and introducing 
new investigative tech¬ 
niques and a lot more con¬ 
certed efforts with respect 
to devoting resources to 
identifying and subsequent¬ 
ly arresting and charging 
people in these rural areas.”

Tory leadership 
hopeful to speak in 
Carstairs next week

As part of his campaign trail Ted 
Morton, one of the candidates vying to 
replace Premier Ralph Klein when he 
retires at the end of the year, will be mak¬ 
ing a pit-stop in tin* Tow n of Carstairs next 
week. 

Morton will be speaking at the Carstairs 
Half Century Club next Tuesday evening, 
May 23 at 7 p.m., and everyone is invited 
to hear the leadership-hopeful talk about 
his beliefs, and what he would do if he 
was the leader of the Progressive 
Conservative Party of Alberta. 

Morton, 56, is currently serving his first 
term as a MLA for tin* constituency of 
Foothills-Rocky View, which he won in 
2004 w ith 62 per cent of the votes. 

Since the election, Morton has been 
appointed Chairman of the Regulatory 
Review Secretariat, a member of the 
Public Accounts Committee and a mem¬ 
ber of the Select Committee for Review of 
the Conflict of Interests Act. He also sits 
on the Government Caucus’ Standing 
Policy Committee (SPC) responsible for 
Energy and Sustainable Development. 

Morton admits he is new to the 
Provincial political picture, but says that 
his experiences in working at the federal 
level are assets which would allow him to 
be the* leader of his party, and the 
Province. 

This first-term MLA says that his inter¬ 
est and experience started back in the 
early 1990s, when be became involved in 
the Reform Party of Canada. 

In lltltS, Morton won the Reform Party’s 
nomination for the Alberta Senate elec¬ 
tion and was one of the two Senators-in- 
waiting elected by Albertans. 

Following that victory, in 2001, Morton 
worked in Ottawa as the parliamentary 
Director of Policy and Research for the 
Canadian Alliance Party (formerly, the 


Reform Party). 

This same year, he was one of a group of 
concerned Albertans who authored the 
“Alberta Agenda,” a manifesto that calls 
on Alberta to use all of its constitutional 
powers to reduce the influence of the 
Federal government on the lives and 
pocketbooks of Albertans. 

Morton says that it’s this experience that 
w ill help him be a great leader for Alberta. 

“While 1 am new to the Provincial party, 
I have been active in Alberta politics for 
the last decade,” he said. 

“I am not a rookie in that sense.” 

Morton also has an extensive education¬ 
al background, holding a Ph.I). In 1978, 
Morton graduated from the University of 
Toronto holding both a Master’s and a 
Ph.I). in political economy. 

Despite being a United States citizen, as 
he was bom in Los Angeles, California, he 
kept coming back north. 

In 1981 Morton started a teaching career 
at the University of Calgary, which 
spanned 25 years, before he stepped down 
to be MLA for his home riding, just outside 
of the City of Calgary. 

One of the things which Morton is 
adamant about is trying to get more 
Alberta money to stay in the Province, 
rather than going east to Ottawa, never to 
come back. 

Morton says that Ottawa took $12 bil¬ 
lion more from Alberta than it returned, 
which he feels is unfair. 

“()ur priority should be to stem the out¬ 
flow of equalization money from Alberta 
to Ottawa, money that belongs to 
Albertans and is needed to build hospitals, 
schools, universities, roads, and water 
treatment plants, all of which are essential 
to our future." 

Morton says that hi* is hoping to follow 
in the footsteps of Quebec, which he 
believes would make the Province more 
sustainable for the long-term.

Since the 2005 visit, Didsbury hosted 
the mayor of Miki Town and other 
assorted dignitaries, and a second visit 
of students this past March. 

Miki Town has requested many times 
that mayor Dorothy Moore visit them in 
their town, and has also invited stu¬ 
dents from Westglen School to come 
for an exchange. 

In April Miki Town sent a letter to the 
town announcing they would like to 
pay $2,000 towards the airfare for 
Moore and guest, and volunteered to 
pick them up at the airport in Osaka 
and provide billeting, leaving very min¬ 
imal accommodation expenses. 

According to Roy Brown, town inter¬ 
im CAO, it would normally be difficult 
to justify the cost to send two repre¬ 
sentatives from the town to Japan, 
however the cost of airfare would only 
be $65 over the $2,000 from Miki Town, 
so it would have been very difficult to 


say no to the generous offer. 

Town council agreed and approved 
that mayor Moore and Luana Smith, 
town executive assistant, travel to 
Japan from September 20 to 28, during 
their annual Lion Dancing Festival. 

“Luana is the one person who is most 
responsible for the Japanese coming 
here," said Brown. “She maintained 
contact with them and has done all the 
work so it was a natural fit that she 
would go. Luana will also make an out¬ 
standing representative of Didsbury.” 

During their trip Moore and Smith 
have a series of meetings set up with 
business people in Japan. 

“They are going to introduce them to 
Didsbury, and provide information 
about possible investment opportuni¬ 
ties in the area," said Brown. 

The Economic Development 
Committee has a mandate that includes 
developing promotional and investment 
material, and according to Brown they 
are hoping to have that ready for Moore 
and Smith to take. 

Brown says the town’s hope is that 
Westglen School might take an initia¬ 
tive in the future and start a program 
where some students could visit Japan 
on a student exchange. 

“It would be a very valuable experi¬ 
ence for them,” said Brown. “It is also 
the wish of Miki Town.”

“They did a 
lot of work and we just 
want to build on that." 

Two years later the issue 
is back at the council table, 
and administration is rec¬ 
ommending that council 
establish a policy whereby 
council remuneration is 
dealt with “at arm’s length 
from council”, and so there 


will be no conflict nor an 
opportunity for a public 
perception of conflict. 

“For their monthly 
stipend my recommenda¬ 
tion is that every year it be 
adjusted according to the 
Calgary area consumer 
price index,” said Brown. 
“For remuneration for 
meetings I recommend 


they use the same rate as 
the Alberta Urban 
Municipality Association, 
which they are very close 
to now.” 

Brown is also recom¬ 
mending that their mileage 
charge become the same 
rate as the Alberta 
Government’s. 

“This would allow us to 
pay council appropriately 
and keep them away from 
the decision,” said Brown. 
“It is difficult for them, for 
anyone to determine what 
they should be paid." 

Council will get further 
clarification on the issue at 
the council meeting 
tonight.

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Hubl captures Hay 
City Thunder 
chuckwagon races 

Warm weather brings out crowds 
to first event of year

Never tell a chuckwagon driver close 
only counts in the game of horseshoes. 

Veteran chuckwagon driver, Marvin 
Hubl, broke the elusive one-minute barrier 
in the final day of racing to capture the Hay 
City Thunder chuckwagon races held in 
Olds over the weekend. 

A former World pony chuckwagon cham¬ 
pion, Hubl’s outfit wasn’t the fastest wagon 
of the day but his time of :59.74 coupled 
with his time of 1.00:16 in the first day of 
racing was good enough for first place 
overall in the first event of the 2006 season 
sanctioned by the All Pro Canadian 
Chuckwagon & Chariot Association. 

Hubl’s combined time failed to be a run¬ 
away as the second place wagon driven by 
.Jonathan Big Charles posted an aggregate 
time of 1.59:98. 

Hubl and Big Charles were the only wag- 
oneers to post overall times under two min¬ 
utes. 

Another veteran driver with over 20 
years of experience driving a pony chuck¬ 
wagon, Jack Stott, placed third with a com¬ 
bined time of 2.00:50. 

Claiming fourth place with an aggregate 
time of 2.02:10 was the outfit driven by 
Jerry McCurrach. 

Colby Arcand finished fifth with a two- 
day time of 2.02:50. 

On the first day of racing on Saturday 
evening, Hubl set the pace for the other 
drivers to follow but on Sunday afternoon, 
Hubl’s time of 0:59.74 was only the fifth 
fastest time recorded. 

Big Charles posted the quickest time of 
the meet, 0:58.74 on the second day of rac¬ 
ing. 

After the initial day of competition Jack 
Stott held second place with a time of 
1.00:64 while. Big Charles sat in third place 
with a time of 1.01:19. 

With a time of 0.58:79, Darryl Johnson 
claimed second place on the second day of 
racing, just 8/10 of a second behind Big 
Charles. 


After the event concluded, the fastest 
chariot belonged to Dale Young with a 
combined time of 1.55:14. He edged out 
Tracy Stott who finished second with an 
aggregate time of 1.55:95. Finishing third 
with a time of 1.57:31 was Louis Johner. 

According to Tracy Stott, an Olds driver, 
the event was a huge success and the warm 
weekend weather contributed towards a 
decent crowd watching the races. 

“For the first run of the season, there was 
a good turnout of wagons and chariots," 
said Tracy Stott. 

“Coasidering most of the drivers were 
busy with seeding this weekend, we have 
to be satisfied with the 18 wagons entered," 
Stott added. 

According to Stott, the members of the 
All Pro Canadian Chuckwagon and Chariot 
Association will bo visiting and competing 
at events scheduled from now through to 
the Labour Day weekend. 

A relatively new organization, Stott indi¬ 
cated the chuckwagon association has 
gone through growing pains ever since it 
was formed in 2004. 

“This season we have major sponsors 
behind our organization, which helps as 
with expenses,” Stott said. 

“And the interest in our organization 
amongst drivers is growing too as we have 
new members joining us this season,” said 
Stott. 

This season, 25 events are scheduled, a 
dramatic increase from the first year the 
association held sanctioned races. 

Stott also said there is a loyal fan base 
following the chariot and chuckwagon 
races and she believes the interest stems 
from the way the events are organized and 
the attraction of professional drivers.

He is suggesting the following: a) 
Withdrawing from the Canada 
Pension Plan and creating a more effi¬ 
cient Alberta Pension Plan, like 
Quebec; b) Collecting our own taxes, 
like Quebec; c) Re asserting control 
over our own health-care system, like 
Quebec; d) Invoking the Charter’s 
Notwithstanding Clause, when the 
Supreme Court attempts to overturn 
provincial policy, something Quebec 
has done many times, C) Morton’s web¬ 
site states. 

“I am the only leadership candidate 
that has identified concrete steps to 
deal with the problem of Ottawa tak¬ 
ing way too much of Alberta’s 
resource revenues, and I think I have 
been the clearest and most specific 
about how to protect Alberta’s rev¬ 
enues from vote-hungry politicians in 
Edmonton as well,” he said. 

Morton explained that he strongly 
opposed Premier Ralph Klein’s pros¬ 
perity cheques, because he felt that 
money could have been better spent, 
and that Albertans could have 
received breaks in other ways. 

“I am the only MLA who publicly 
disagreed with the prosperity 
cheques. That would be an example of 
a short-term, feel good policy. I am all 
in favour of the government giving 
money back to Albertans, but it 
should have been in the form of tax 
cuts,” he said. 

“There are two reasons one, I think 
Alberta is at a critical cross-roads in 
our history and it’s important that we 
make the right choices now if we want 
to secure our future of prosperity and 
wellbeing,” he explained. “I think if 
we make the wrong choices now, it 
will be too late in four to eight years, 
which is the second reason. If a leader 
comes in, typically in Alberta, they are 
the leader for several elections. So, 
it’s the window of opportunity for the 
ideas and the policies that I am cam¬ 
paigning for now.” 

One item which Morton is hoping 


will pass in the Legislative Assembly 
is Bill 208, The Protection of 
Fundamental Freedoms (Marriage) 
Status Amendment Act. 

During the May 1 meeting of the 
Legislature, Morton spoke to his Bill 
and stated the following: “In British 
Columbia a teacher, Dr. Chris 
Kempling, was suspended without pay 
because he publicly disagreed with 
the Liberal government’s same-sex 
marriage law. Also in British Columbia 
the Knights of Columbus have been 
sued and fined because they refused to 
rent their hall to a same-sex wedding 
party. In Ontario a leading gay rights 
activist hits called on the government 
to cut off funding to the Catholic sepa¬ 
rate schools and all other private 
schools that don’t include same-sex 
marriage in their curriculum. Right 
here in Alberta the respected Bishop 
Fred Henry of Calgary has been 
charged not once but twice with so- 
called hate speech crimes for publicly 
advocating the defeat of the federal 
Liberals’ same-sex marriage bill. These 
incidents are all clear violations of 
Canadians’” rights of freedom of 
speech, press, religion, and con¬ 
science.” 

Morton says that Bill 208 would pro¬ 
tect teachers by allowing them to opt 
out of speaking about same-sex mar¬ 
riages, including during Sexual 
Education classes, and would also 
allow other groups or individuals who 
oppose the new marriage, the right to 
speak out against it and have their jobs 
protected if they so choose to do so. 

“What Bill 208 does not do is inter¬ 
fere with the legal right of gay people 
to get married. This is the law of 
Canada, a federal law, and there is little 
that this Assembly can do about it.” 

Morton says he will be discussing 
Bill 208 more with people in Carstairs 
next week. 

One other hurdle that Morton will 
have to overcome is if former Alliance 
leader Preston Manning decides to run 
for the leadership of the party.
